PRISONERS SENTENCED TO DEATH. 


Lee Yuk Wan, Yeung Yee and Tak 
Kwan, Chinese, 
murder of Leung Sam, at No. 2, Penning. 
ton Street, Hongkong, .on November 9th. 

The Attorney-Goneral (the Hon. Mr. 
J. WH. Kemp, KC.) prosecuted. Mr. BR 
EK. Belilies defended the first two prison- 
era, and Mr. F.C. Jenkin the third. 

The following jury was empanclled : 
Messrs, 8. H. Dutton (foreman), G. Hall, 
M. J. Danenberg. J. Gray, C. Makechasn, 
R. Pestonjr and E.R. Thomas. 

Mr. J. W. Franks, Superintendent of 
Victoria Gaol, stated that prisoners had 
opportunities of communicating with each 
other while in gaol. 

The Police Interpreter was recalled, as 
the prisoners wished to question the ac- 
curacy of the stutements taken down by 
him at the Police Station. The Inter- 
preter insisted that he quite understood 
the Kwongsi dialect and took the slate- 
moula of the prisoners as they had made 
then. 

Third Prisoner: I told you that ‘I 
did not kill Leung Sam.’’ You makg 
ne snyt ‘7 killed Leung Sam.’ 

The witness replied that prisoner had 
hin statement read over to him. This the 
prisoner admitted, but atated that when 
he wanted to correct the inaccuracies in 
the statement the police pushed him into 
the cells 

Witness: You did not ask me to alter 
your statement. 

Prisoner: Then. again, in my state- 
ment you make me say: ‘ Leung Sam 
abaconded with the money.’ [ did not 
say that. What | said was “ Yung On 
absconded with the money.”’ 

Witness: You did not say that. 

Prisoner: You said: “It is no use to 
talk too much of Yung On; you are 
charged with the murder of Leung Sam,” 
while another interpreter said “ We have 
done a lot of work to-night.” 

Witness denied this, and in reply to the 
Judgo, stated that the statements were 
taken down at 11 p.m. 

Mr. Belilios drew the attention mop 
Lordship to the fact that at the Poli p 
Court, the second prisoner made a state- 
ment, consistent with that made by the 
third prisoner, to the effect that the inter- 
preter hustled the prisoners, remarking: 
“You are charged with the murder of 
Leung Sam; I cannot seo what Yung 
On had to do with it.” 

Witness denied hustling the prisoners. 
There was no commotion at the station 
that night. 

Mr. Jenkin: Was that not the night on 
which the nows of the Armistice was 
received !—Witness: No; if it was, I was 
Dot awaro of it. 

Was not the officer in chargo of tht

' After a very lengthy summing up by 
his Lordship, the Jury brought 
verdict of “guilty” agninst all 
prisoners.

A pew weeks ago we ventured to warn 
the Committee of the Constitutional 
Reform Association that unless they took 
some step towards carrying out the firat 


J object for which the Association was 


formed they would find public eupport 
dwindle away to the vanishing-point. 
We are ‘glad that the warning did not 
fali on deaf ear, ond that a public 
meeting is to be held ‘at the Theatre Royal 
on January 9th for the purpose of pass 
ing a series of four resolutions, to be sub- 
mitted by telegram to the Secretary of 
Btate for the Colonies, asking that the 
instructions to H.E. tHe GovsENoR rela- 
tive to the mode of selection of members 
of tho Legislative Council may be 
amended in euch & way as to secure to’ 
the community an effective voice in the 
management of public affairs. Wo hope 
that the public will attend in large 
numbers 60 that the mocting may be 
thoroughly representative of all classes 
of the British community, and that the 
peheme of reform may accurately reflect 
their aspirations. Tho Committee’s ‘pro- 
posal, diffor in geveral material respects 
from those contained in the petition pont 
Home two yeats and » half ogo. In tho 
firat place no interference is sug! 

with tho Exeoutive Council. ‘This change 
of attitude, wo think, is dictated. by 
sound reoson. The Exocutive Council 
deals with confidential mattors snd the 
membors aro all sworn to ecoresy; conse- 
quently, it is highly improbable that the 
Beorctary of State for the Colonies would 
over agreo to incresso tho numbor of 
unofficial membors {rom two to four, or 
to substitute tho principle of election for 
that of nomination.

The idea 
of retaining the two existing ' Colleges 
of Electors’ will, we feel sure, meet with 
general approval, though there may be 
a disposition in some quarters to ques 
tion the necessity of doubling the repre 
sentation of the Chamber of Commerce, 
secing tbat its members must play an im- 
portant part, also, in the other elections. 
The Justices of the Peace include educat- 
ed professional men whose interests are 
entitled to separate recognition. We are 
not, however, convinéed of the wisdom 
of stipulating that one, at least, of the 
popularly-elected members shall be a 
British gubject of Portuguese extraction 
It is not desirable to accentuote and 
perpetuate racial destinctions if it can 
be avuided. Even assuming, for the sake 
of argument, that the interests of the 
Portuguese are different from, or in 
conflict ‘with, those of other British sub- 
jects of European descent in correspond- 
ing circumstances, the Portuguese can 
nominate their own candidates with o 
good chance of success. That was proved 
by the return of Dr, Ozonio to the 
Banitary Board. Failing that, the 
weight of their vote would be such thet 
no candidate could afford, even if he 
wished, to ignore it. In dealing with a 
cosmopolitan electorate, euch as that sug- 
gested, we sce no reason for dictating, in 
the way indicated, the choice of the 
voters, each of. whom, be it remembened, 
will be entitled td vote for three 
candidates, unless tho Colony ig divided 
into two or more wards.
